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BIG BATTlESflIP OF 


Destroyer Sends Goliath Down in Darda- 
nelles-Turks Lose Two Gun- 
boats and Transport 


Today's War News 
Given in Summary. 


The British battleship Goliath was 
torpedoed and sunk at the Darda- 
nelles last night 
bj' a 
Turkish de- 
stroyer v/ith the loss of about 500 
lives. 
Official announcement to this 
effect vras made today in London, to- 
gether with the statement that two 
Turkish 
gunboats 
and 
a 
Turkisn 
transport had been sunk. 
A British 
submarine made 
its 
way entirely 
through the Dardanelles straits into 
the sea of Marmora, where it attack- 
ed the Turkish vessels. 


The French war office announced 
that successes had been won in the 
new offensive movement of the allies 
just south of the French border. 
It 
is said the French yesterday captured 
the fort at Notre Dame de Lorrette 
with many trenches, the village of 
Carency and most of the village of 
Neuville and that hundreds of Ger- 
mans were bayonetted and 1,500 tak- 
en prisoners. 


A dispatch from Tamow, Galicia, 
says the great battle in that region 
is nearing a conclusive phase. 
Ter- 
rific fighting continues to the east uf 
Tamow Along the Carpathians front 
the Austrian advance is believed to 
have placed the Russians in danger 
of being surrounded. 


The growth of anti-German feel- 
ing in England since the sinking of 
the Lusitania led to the announce- 
ment by Premier Asquith today of 
the 
government's 
decision 
to 
re- 
patriate all aliens over military age 
from countries 
with 
which Great 
Britain is at war as well as alien 
v/omen and children in certain cases.

13.—(3 
p. m.)—The 
British battleship Goliath has been tor- 
pedoed in the Dardanelles. 
It is feared 
that 500 lives have been lost. 


Announcement 
of 
the loss of the 
Goliath was made in the house of com- 
mons this afternoon by Winston Spen- 
cer Churchill, first lord of the admir- 
alty. 
While no definite information ap- 
parently had been received as to the 
number of lives lost, Mr. Churchill said 
he feared it would reach 5OO. 


Mr. Churchill also announced that the 
British submarine E-14 had penetrated 
through the Dardanelles and into the 
sea of Marmora, sinking two Turkish 
I gun boats and a Turkish transport. 
' 
Mr. Churchill on announcing the loss 
of tho (joliiitli said: 


"The Goliath was torpodocd last night 
in a torpedo attae-k by destroyers while 
protectirifi the French flank just inside 
the straits. 


"Twenty ofliccrs and 160 men were 
saved, which I fear means more tnai» 
500 were lost. 


"The admiral commanding at the Dar- 
danelles also telegraphed that tlie sub- 
marine K-14, which with so much dar- 
ing penetrated to the sea of Marmora, 
has reported that she sank two Turkish 
gunboats and a large Turkish trans- 
port." 


The (ioliath was 
one of the 
older 
British 
battleships 
of 
the 
pre-dread- 
nought type. She was built in 1898. 
Her complement was 750 men. 


The Goliath was 400 feet long on 
the water line and 74 feet beam. 
Her 
displacement 
was 12,950 
tone. 
She 
•was armed with four 12-inch and twelve 
6-inch guns; 
twelve 
12-pounders, 
six 
5-pounders and two machine guns. 
She 
had four torpedo tubes. 


The Goliath is the third British bat- 
tleship Avhose loss in the attack on the 
Dardanelles, has been announced by the 
British government. Loss of the Irresist- 
abie and 
Ocean, together 
with 
the 
French battleship Bouvet, was announced 
on March 19. 
All three ships struck 
mines during a general assault on the 
Dardanelles. 
On April 5 a wireless dis- 
patch from Berlin said information had 
been 
received there that 
the 
British 
battleship Lord Nelson had stranded in- 
side the straits and had been destroyed 
by the fire of Turkish guns.

ort was not confirmed by the British 
dmiralty.

Anti-Gkrman 
Rioting 
in 
London Not So Violent 
as Yesterday. 


London, May 13.—(4 p. m.)—Premier 
Asquith announced in the house of com- 
mons today "that all male enemies ovei 
military age will be repatriated." 
He 
also said that women and children in 
suitable 
cases' 
will 
be 
repatriated, 
though some mifiiht remain. 


Ther government proposes to segregate 
"all ^ u l t male enemies for their own 
safety and for the safety of the coun- 
try," Premier Asquith told the house of 
commons. 


In announcing the alien policy of the 
government the premier said: 


"At this moment some 40,000 unnat- 
uralized aliens, of whom 24,000 are men, 
are at large in this country. 
The gov- 
ernment proposes that all adult malee 
of this class should, for their own safety 
and that of the country, be segregated 
and interned. If over the military age, 
they should be repatriated. 


"The government recognizes there may 
be cases calling-for exceptional treat- 
ment. 
Women and children in suitable 
cases should be repatriated, but there 
no doubt will be many, cases in which 
justice and humanity will require that 
thev be allowed to remain.

PUTS ON FINAL TOUCHES. 


While Couched in Friendly Terms, Note 
to Germany is Firm. 


Washington, May 13.—President Wil- 
son during the forenoon today put the 


finishing touches on the note to be dis . 
patched during the day to Germany de- 
manding 
guarantees that 
attacks

merchantmen 
carrying 
non-combatant< 
shall end and for reparations for viola- 
tions of American rights in the war 
zone. 


The note will not be made public here 
\intil after it has been put in code which 
probably will be late today and when 
the document has been started on iti 
way to Berlin. 


Few changes are 
believed to

been made in the document, the main 
principles as outlined to the cabinet on 
Tuesday 
being 
maintained. 
While 
co\iched in friendly terms, it is firm. 


It does not say what steps will bo 
taken or what course will be pursued 
in the event Of an unfavorable reply 
but indicates that 
the United Statef 
will spare no pains eitlier by diplomati« 
representations or otherwise to obtain 
an acquiescence in its position. 


The text of tho note wa^; eagerly 
awaited by official \Vashingtnn. 
Th« 
unofficial outlines published today in- 
creased the anxiety to learn the exact 
phraseologv' of the document. Diploma- 
tists were especially interested in the 
text which they were prepared to cable 
to their governments as a matter of 
information as soon as copies could be 
obtained.

-conversations either in Washington 01 
in the foreign capitals with other gov-

concerning the note or ths 
course that will be pursued should Ger- 
many refuse to comply.

Count Apponyi, Noted Aus- 
trian, Speaks of Devel- 
opments After War. 


Budapest, Hungary, April 26.—iCorre- 
spondence of the Associated 
Press.) — 
Count Albert Apponyi, tJie veteran Hun- 
garian opposition party leader, former 
minister and president of 
parliament, 
who is personally M'idely known in the 
United States because of his lecture tour 
of four years ago, has rccei%'ed the cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press and 
discussed frankly not only present war 
conditions in his country but what the 
European .stru<ig]e may bring: forth. He 
is a thorouirh optimist. 


"I see no reason why after this "war 
some understandinii of the Avestern Eu- 
ropean powers should not come," he said. 
"We in Austria and ilungary have no 
serious points of conflict with England 
and France. 
France after 1870 had to 
make an effort to regain her lost prov- 
inces from (iermany, but she must now 
see that the attempt is hopeless. 
She 
has had the assistance of the strongest 
possible coalition which 
could 
be ar- 
ranged to help her gain her desire and 
is farther than ever from success. 
It 
would be possible, I think, after the 
war to reconcile her to the loss by some 
concessions regarding the autonomy of 
Alsace-Lorraine and enable her to enter 
the new coalition. 


England, too, would have to give up 
her aspiration as to absolute naval su- 
periorit.Y over all the rest of the world— 
to a dominance which would enable her 
to dictate the affairs of the world—and 
content herself with the position of the 
first naval power. 


Count Apponyi spoke at great lengths 
on the causes of the Avar, expressing re- 
gret tliat Americans were inclined to 
attribute it to an attack by Austria on 
Serbia and ignore Russia's real object 
of gaining egress from the Black sea to 
the Mediterranean and establish a Slav 
protectorate on the shores of the Adri- 
atic. 
In asserting that the war was 
due to a premeditated attack by Rus- 
sia Count Apponyi said: 
"We Hun- 
garians feel that the struggle for us is 
one of very existence. There can never 
be any security for western Europe so 
long as Russia is allowed to play a 
role in European affairs. 
Her whole 
history is one of conquest to expand the 
territory under her control. 
What must 
come to meet tliis danger to Europe is 
a coalition of the west European pow- 
ers." 


The 
Hungarian 
leader 
voiced 
a 
thought to which many high-])Iaced men 
of Germany and Austria-Hungary 
are 
giving utterance—that 
the next 
thing 
on the cards after the war would be 
some form of understanding between the 
two protagonists in the present struggle 
—England and Germany. 


Talking 
of the 
sale of 
American 
munitions of war to the enemies of the 
Teutonic allies the count said: "Senti- 
ment in Austro-Hungary is not so in- 
tensely anti American on this acedUnt .as 
in Germany, but we feel that the war 
would be soon over if th|e United States 
would stop supplying artillery and am- 
munition to Russia. 
At the beginning 
of the war Russia had an immense su- 
periority in artillery and great supplies 
of ammunition for it. Now she has lost 
so many cannon and has shot away so 
much 
ammunition that she 
is barely 
able to hold her own and we feel that 
Avithout help from America this would 
be impossible for her."

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Fine Points in International 
Law 


The sinking of the Lusitania has revived once more a lively dis- 
cussion of questions of international law, and this discussion is by no 
means confined to those whose province it is to keep informed on 
such matters. 
We are told by Washington experts that the Lusi- 
tania case, for instance, is not quite so simple as it appears to the 
man in the street 
The law of the sea draws very fine lines. 


It is pointed out, for instance, that had the submarine given 
thirty minutes' warning to the crew and passengers of the Cunarder, 
the exploit might have gone down in history as a brilliant naval ex- 
ploit. There has been in many quarters severe criticism for the fail- 
ure of the British admiralty to convoy the liner, and yet those versed 
in international usages of the sea assure us that had the liner been 
under 
convoy, the submarine would have unquestionably been 
entitled to treat her precisely as if she were a man of war, regard- 
less of the fact that non-combatant men, women and children were 
aboard. 


On the face of developments in one quarter and another during 
this war, the elaborate system of international law built up by years 
of usage has been subjected to some pretty severe jars, if, indeed, it 
has not been broken down. Even the experts admit themselves ut- 
terly at sea on many points that have been developed by newer 
methods of warfare, and for which history appears to supply no 
precedent. The public is never reticent with its advice to officials 
charged with grave responsibilities. The private individual is often 
prompt to declare that he would do this or do that, but he is at the 
same time privately rather thankful that the duty and responsibility 
of decision after all belongs to some one else. 


Still other union labor organizations in Fort Wayne have within 
the past few days officially voiccd their approval of the proposal to 
elect a woman to membership on the city school board. 
They are 
supplementing the request to the city council made by some thou- 
sands of citizens who have signed petitions to the same end, and be- 
fore the date of the June meeting at which the selection will be made 
the councilmen will have before them a more generally unanimous ex- 
pression of support than perhaps has ever been given any other move- 
medlln .which the people are interested. We take it that the coun- 
cilmen, as the people's representatives, desire to do precisely what 
thé people want them to do, and the desire of the people in this in- 
stance is being made so plain that there can be no mistaking it. 


Doubtless Indiana progressives Avill be deeply moved by the ten- 
'der solicitude of the republican state committee in legally attacking 
some provisions of the new state-wide primary law. On the face of 
things those progressives who desire to drift back into the republi- 
can ranks may not participate in republican primaries until after at 
least one election has been held and they have established their 
party regularity by voting the republican ticket. In the days when 
Colonel Roosevelt's spectacular drive was in full operation, anything 
under the sun that would have barred these same fellows from the 
polls would have been hailed as a lofty-minded and patriotic thing 
'by the old guard. But times do change.

popular clamor going on all around him, 
against far greater pressure than over 
to take up the sword. 


Perhaps it is too early yet to

TRENCHES FILLED WITH DEAD. 


Turkish Forces Suffer Heavily in Dar- 
danelles Fighting. 


Paris. May 13.- (o:10 a. m.)—A Havas 
dispatch from Athens says: 


"An allied fleet re-entered the Darda- 
nelles last night 
and 
bombarded 
the 
forts at Kilid, Bahr, Chanak, Kalessi and 
Nagara. 
The bombardment was inter- 
rupted at 8 o'clock, but was resumed 
three hours later and ia being continued. 


"Although the Turks have been strong- 
ly reinforced, the bombardment from al- 
lied warships is 
causing them 
heavy 
losses and they 
are

The Turkish trenchers are filled 
with bodies." 


ALLIES WIN SUCCESSES. 


Driving Ahead in Campaign to Capture 
Constantinople. 


Ivondon, May 
13.—Unofficial 
reports 
from the Dardanelles state that the al- 
lies have won important 
successes 
in 
their campaign for possession of Con- 
stantinople. 
The Turks are said to be 
losing ground steadily in the land 
fight- 
ing and the effectiveness of their forts 
is reported to have been impaired great- 
ly by the fire of the 
allied 
warships. 
French and 
British 
ships entered 
the 
Dardanelles again yesterday and bom- 
barded forts as far up the straits as the 
Narrows. 


The possibility of a final Austro-Ger- 
man victory in Galicia as a result of the 
advance from Cracow !s said by the war 
office at Petrograd to have been elim- 
inated. 
The 
Russians, strongly 
rein- 
forced, are now occupying an advantag- 
eous position, the war office states, and 
are preparing to seek revenge. The Ger- 
man victory is attributed to the con- 
centration of more than 150,000 of the 
finest German troops along a short front 
in the neigliborhood of Krosno for the

Sanitation Campaign Waged 
in Three Hundred Towns 
in the State. 


Topeka, Kan., May IC.—From ten to 
twelve thousand wagon loads of trash 
were removed from the cellars, 
back 
yards and alleys of the Kansas towns 
in the clean-up campaign conducted by 
the club women, fire marshal and city 
officials in April. 
L. T. Hussey, state 
fire marshal, has received reports from 
156 Kansas towns showing what 
was 
done in the cleaning up work and these 
showed 5,909 loads of trash and rubbish 
hauled away. 
More than three himdred 


towns in the state participate to some 
extent in the cleaniip campaign and it 
is estimated that the actual work done 
is practically double that of the report 
received thus far. 


Governor Capper, at the request of the 
club women and the fire marshal, pro- 
claimed April 16 ae cleanup day through- 
out the state. 
Many towns had already 
arranged for their work either before or 
after this date, but most of them made 
the cleanup day the time for gathering 
up all the trash on the townsites. 
In 
the larger towns the teams were hauling 
rubbish for days after the actual clean- 
ing up of the homes had been don*. 


In the 156 towns reporting 443 teams 
and 867 men were employed in haulinj^ 
the trash away. 
Most of these w*re 
city teams or teftms and men hired « - 
pecially to haul the trash away. 
The 
cities generally offered to haul tli» mb- 
bish free if the home owners or taniuits 
would clean up their own premisM and 
put the trash where the teams could f t t 
it easily.

Mr. Churchill also announced that the

Budapest, Hungary, April 26.—(Corre- 


spondence of tho Associated Press.)— 
Count Albert Apponyi, the veteran Hun- 
garian opposition fiarty lender, former 
minister and president of parliament, 
w-ho is personally widely known in the 
United States because of his lecture tour 
of four years ago, has received the cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press and 
discussed frankly not only present war 
conditions in his country hut what the 
European struggle may bring forth. He 
is a thorough optimist. 


"I see no reason why after this war

cussion of questions of international law, and this discussion is by no 
means confined to those whose province it is to keep informed 01 
such matters. We are told by Washington experts that the Lusi 
tania case, for instance, is not quite so simple as it appears to th 
man in the street. The law of the sea draws very fine lines. 


It is pointed out, for instance, that had the submarine give 


thirty minutes' warning to the crew and passengers of the Cunarde 
the exploit might have gone down in history as a brilliant naval e\ 
ploit. There has been in many quarters severe criticism for tho f'ai 
ure of the British admiralty to convoy tho liner, and yet those verse 
in international usages of the sea. assure us that had the liner bee 
under 
convoy, the submarine would have unquestionably bee 


entitled to treat her precisely as if she were a man of war. regard- 
less of the fact that non-combatant men, women and children were 
aboard.

claimed April 16 as cleanup day through- 
out the state. Many '.owns had already 
arranged for their work either before or 
after this date, but most of them made 
the cleanup day the'time for gathering 
up all the trash on the townsites.

the larger towns the teams were hauling 
rubbish for days after the actual clean- 
ing up of the homes had been done. 


In the 156 towns reporting 443 teams
